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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 1 and 25, Odagawa 
discloses in paragraph [0194] the interface layer 220, an alloy material containing at least one atom selected from Ni, Co and Fe, which 
does not necessarily the alloy material would include all Ni-Co-Fe as a main component. The alloy material can also include Co-Fe as a 
main component, which is the same material being used in the instant application such that the interface layer is inherently crystalline when 
in isolation from both the first layer and the tunnel barrier layer. It is noted that the alloy material including Ni-Fe-Co as a main component 
is one of the possibilitites that the alloy material can include but it is not the only possibility. Another possibility is the alloy material can also 
include Co-Fe. Further, applicant teaches in paragraph [12] of the instant application the thickness of the interface layer is perferably less 
than about 25A when comprised of an alloy of Co and Fe such that the interface layer is crystalline when in isolation from the first layer and 
the barrier layer. Odagawa discloses in paragraph [01 96] the thickness of the interface layer 220 is 2 nm or less (20A or less) when 
comprised of an alloy of Co and Fe. Therefore, 20A or less is close enough to less than about 25A that Odagawa inherently discloses the 
interface layer is crystalline when in isolation from the first layer and the barrier layer herein. Moreover, applicant's submission of the 
composition of an alloy of Fe-Co and the temperature conditions is merly the process steps, which is not recited in claims 1 and 25. Lastly, 
Odagawa discloses the structure of the claimed magnetic tunnel element and with a strong motivation provided by Odagawa, the 
combination of Hosomi et al. and Odagawa would read on claim 27 herein. 
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
